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THIRD ANNUAL REPORT, &c 



The *' Association for the care of Coloured Orphans" now 
oflfers to its friends and the public, its Third Annual Report, 
with a view of introducing to their notice the prese;it state of 
its affairs. 

The Institution continues to be conducted by a Matron and 
Teacher, who are well qualified to fill the stations assigned 
them — ^promoting the comfort of the children, and attending to 
their religious and literary advancement 

The design of the Association has ever been, and still is, 
that these helpless objects of its care should be instructed in 
such things as/are really useful, and will enable them to become 
serviceable members of the community; and by cherishing 
piety and serious feeling among them, they may be made ac- 
quainted with the only sure guard against the temptations by 
which many are ensnared. 

From the regular reports of the Superintending Committee, 
it appears that the health of the family during the past year 
has been generally preserved — ^which favour we desire to ac- 
knowledge with gratitude to the great Dispenser of all our 
blessings. The domestic arrangements of the house have been 
satisfactory, — order and economy being strictly attended to. 
The building (which at the time our last report was presented, 



was unfinished,) has been occupied since the 1st of eighth month 
last. It was ready for our reception at a much earlier period, 
but the late fire (with the particulars of which the public has 
already been furnished,) has occasioned the delay. The house 
is conveniently large and comfortable, pleasantly situated on 
Thirteenth, near Willow Street. We acknowledge the kind- 
ness of our friends, who so generously contributed means for 
the building, as well as of those who superintended its erection 
and repairs, and solicited funds toward the final payment of the 
debt incurred. We are also indebted to many for their assist- 
ance in furnishing the house — for donations in clothing — vege- 
tables, and fruit for the children. 

Although the Association gratefully owns that means have 
been liberally bestowed, it will be seen by the following account 
of the Treasurer, that its income is still insufficient for the ex- 
penditure of the family; and continued supplies of dry goods, 
provisions for the table, &c. will be thankfully received by the 
Society at the Shelter. 

Dr. Casper Wistar kindly continues his professional attend- 
ance, and we are indebted to Peter Christian for presenting to 
the A.ssociation, his fees for binding the children.
